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Astounding Blunder 
Barring unforeseen the now 
crushing British attack,” the German attempt 
to seize Norway will go down in history as one 
of the worst strategical and tactical blunders 
It is 
all the more astounding when the usual caliber 
of the Reich’s general staff is taken into con- 
Sideration. 

The fact of the blunder does not detract 
from the brilliance of the naval operation now 
SO swiftly changing the panorama of the con- 
flict. It probably will not be decisive in the 
sense that it will have an immediate conse- 
quence of peace, but it at least will have turn- 
ed the tide if completed with the excellent 
judgment now displayed. But the operation 
demonstrates: that the British navy has lost 
not a whit of its traditional flair and sound- 
ness. ‘It ranks with Trafalgar and the smash- 
ing of the Armada in daring and bravery. It 
will restore and bolster morale more than any 
other single imaginable event could have done. 
And the loss of life will have heen low in com- 
parison to the victory won and in compari- 
son to a land operation of the same magni- 
tude. 

The Nazis probably felt secure behind their 
Skagerrak mine fields and able to deal with 
the limited scope allowed the British navy in 
such restricted waters. They perhaps had every 
reason to believe this true. But the fact re- 
mains they gambled with a line of communi- 
cation that was exposed the instant the Brit- 
ish fleet steamed through the mine fields 
charted by submarine observers ‘submarines. 
incidentally, used in the tasks to which they 
usually are assigned by naval powers—not in 
Indiscriminate sea warfare). From that mo- 
ment the debacle impended, air power to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

The full scope of the Skagerrak action prob- 
ably will not be known until war’s end. But 
it is possible now to discern that it is on the 
one hand a shocking military blunder and on 
At 
the same time, it probably will force Hitler 
to strike at once elsewhere to keep from his 
people the true significance of the events in 
the north and to restore the morale the 
army, which faced in this campaign something 
better than the Polish forces.

From the description it could be Hitler, laying 
down peace terms. 


Spirit of a City, 

Two months ago the city of Albany, Ga.., 
was twisted into wreckage by a tornado. Its 
people were left to face the aftermath of a 
disaster which would have icft many other, 
less resurgent communities, bereft of courage 
and of hope. 

Yesterday, in that same city, a magnificent 
program of festivities, signalizing the world 
premiere of a motion picture made there, was 
staged. Luminaries of the screen world, guests 
for the occasion, found a city with its spirit 
alert; its head held high and the disaster all 
but forgotten. 

Not forgotten in the most important sense. 
however. For, upon the ground where smashed 
buildings were but piles of debris, so short a 
while ago, Albany is building a new, a better 
city than ever. Today, one-third of the $3,000,- 
000 task of reconstruction ‘s done. 
| It is safe to say’ that of all the visitors, fa- 
mous and obscure, who went to Albany yester- 
day for the premiere of “The Biscuit Eater,” 
not one returned home without a new lift of 
the spirit, a new confidence in the unquench- 
able determination of America, derived from: 
a day’s contact with the men and women who 
are erecting the new Albany.

Yesterday demonstrated that the Albany tor- 
nado will, through the years to come, be so 
listed.

The supreme court of Georgia has ruled in 
favor of W. L. Miller, chairman of the State 
Highway Board, in the now notorious conflict 
with Governor Ed Rivers. That highest tri- 
bunal of the state has ordered Chairman 
Miller restored to his office and has declared 
there was no authority in the law for his ejec- 
tion, either by decree or by the hands of 
militia and capitol attaches. 

That ruling should settle the matter.  Un- 
der the law an appeal may be asked within 
ten days. If this is not done, the order must 
stand. } 
While Georgians expect nothing other than 
unbiased interpretation of the law from the 
state’s high court, it is reassuring to those who 
believe in the integrity of the judiciary and 
the dignity of the court to recall that three 
members of that court are appointees of Gov- 
ernor Rivers. Their action in ruling on. this 
case according to the law as they interpret it, 
even though that ruling-is contrary to the con- 
tentions of the Governor who elevated them to 
the supreme court bench, should be convincing 
answer to any attempt to charge “politics” as 
having influence in the courts. 

Governor Rivers, when he resorted to the

A WORLD DOMINATED BY THE REICH WASHINGTON, 
April 11.—In his 
celebrated conference with the senate military affairs committee 
a little more than a year ago, the President listed the smaller Euro- 
pean neutrals likely to. become the victims of German aggression, 
The nations of Scandinavia have just been checked off the list, as it 
were, by the cruel motion of the new forces loose in the world. 

Of the other neutrals mentioned by the President, Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, Poland and, indirectly, the Baltic countries, are gone already. 
Only Holland, Belgium and the countries of the Balkans are left to 
tremble and await their turn. Yet at the time the President’s pre- 
dictions, now so tragically substantiated, struck the listening senators 
as the purest alarmism, in themselves alarming because so highly 
colored. The President's hope had been to promote immediate re- 
vision of the neutrality act by acquainting the senators with the 
true state of affairs in Europe. His only reward was te be mis- 
quoted, to the effect that the “American frontier is on the Rhine.” 
He actually said that the ‘safety of the Rhine frontier’ must nec- 
essarily interest this country. He meant not that America was 
obliged to defend the Rhine frontier as the misquotation suggested, 
but that the Germanizing of Europe would inevitably affect the 
American future. The onslaught on Scandinavia suggests that it is 
about time to give serious consideration to the problem posed by 


the President for the senators.

I suspect few baseball fans realize the amazing amount of 
balance, skill, and timing shown by a good infield in one day’s play.

I-can recommend a bit of diversion. Sit with a friend. Have 
him take out his watch and peer at the second hand. Call to him 
when the ball is hit and let him time the handling of a hard-hit ball 
to the infield. 

Consider the batter, waiting at the plate. The pitcher is but 60 
feet, 6 inches from the batter. The batter has but a split second 
in. which to estimate the pitch; to see if it is over or wide, low or 
high, a fast ball or a curve. He must size it up, decide nis course, 
and swing—all within the fleeting breath of a second. 

So, of course, you must go to the ball game. This afternoon is 
the time when all good citizens, even if they as yet haven't learned 
to like baseball, go out to see the game and the crowd. Today 
Atlanta can win the attendance trophy, now the New Orieans people 
have been freed from force attendance. '?

Pleasant Memory | 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


CARLIN, NEV., ABOARD THE OVERLAND LIMITED.—We 
had a most beautiful trip today, stopping off for a few minutes to 
see some acquaintances in Sacramento, then proceeding on our way 
toward the mountains. We stopped tor lunch 
just before we reached Colfax, Cal., in a little 
Wayside restaurant frequented by skiiers all 
winter long, and there we had a most delicious 
meal of fried chicken, Montana ham, sweet 
potatoes and peas. One cannot help admiring a 
woman like our hostess, who with her husband 
Is making a success of a small restaurant.. She 
IS no mere girl and the work is hard, but she 
and her husband are doing it with cheerfulness 
and zest in the adventure. I have been over 
Donner pass before, but to come over the top of 
the mountains and look down on the blue lake 
below is a lovely and stirring sight, no matter 
how often you see it. The memorial to the Donner party, many of 
whom perished in crossing this pass, is an interesting landmark, but 
Donner lake is a memory to carry away and dwell upon. 

We turned off the direct road to Reno to get a view of Lake 
Tahoe, for Miss Thompson and I had never seen it before. It was 
well worth the extra miles we traveled. In certain lights along the 
shore it is emerald green, merging into a deep purple and blue fur- 
ther out. Across from us, the snow-covered mountains gieamed in 
the sun and the beauty of it was something to fortify the scul against 
the ugliness of much that is going on in the world today.
